DEAR POLLY — I can tell Kim h ow to make a doll bed or 
cradle out of a milk carton. Op en th e end of th e carton and lay 
out length wise. Cut out th e top , being careful to keep edges 
straigh t. Leave five-eigh th s inch on each side of each corner 
and cut a one inch deep p iece length wise from each side but do 
not cut ends out. Take th e p iece first cut from th e top of th e 
box and fold it in h alf eveniy. Fold in one-h alf to five-eigh th s 
inch on sides and bottom of op en end. Paste one h alf of th e cut 
top on inside, th e oth er h alf on th e outside to make a double 
h eadboard. Cut h eadboard and footboard to desired sh ap es 
p erh ap s rounded at th e top . Use four emp ty th read sp ools of 
th e same size or corks for legs. Glue to bed and weigh t down 
after gluing as th e wax on th e carton makes it more difficult 
for th e glue to adh ere. I use th at all-p urp ose wh ite glue. To 
finish , cover with a cotton material p asted on. Do use cotton 
as rayon and silk sometimes get sp otted with glue.

three-pointers, and 12 of 16 foul shots. He added 14 rebounds, eight 
assists, three steals and a blocked shot 
But Erving’s efforts were in vain as Denver’s balanced scoring 
attack prevaUed before an ABA-record crowd of 19,107. 
Guard Ralph Simpson, forced to play all but two minutes of the 
game because of a shortage of backcourt performers, had 25 points.

MEXICO CITY (AP) - The 
Mexican government says its 
new oil fields in the southern 
states of Tabasco and Chiapas 
have boosted its estimate of the 
country’s petroleum reserves to 
between 30 and 60 billion bar­ 
rels, three to six times that of 
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Alaska’s North Slope. 
Francisco Javier Alejo, the 
secretary of natural resources, 
told a news conference Tuesday 
Mexico’s proven reserves are 
now 7 billion barrels, an in­ 
crease of 1 billion since March. 
“We have just begun to ex­ 
plore,” he said. “We believe 90 
to 95 per cent of the national 
territory is capable of produc­ 
ing hydrocarbons of one type or 
another.” 
Alejo added that the Gulf of 
Mexico also promises to be a 
source of oil for Mexico as well 
as for the United States. 
A year ago Alejo said foreign 
speculation that the new south­ 
ern fields contained 20 billion 
barrels in reserves were “irre­ 
sponsible.” 
The minister also announced 
that the government plans to 


join the Organization of Petro­ 
leum 
Exporting 
Countries 
(OPEC) as soon as it is invited. 
The big new estimate of oil 
reserves and the overture to 
OPEC 
constituted 
a 
major 
change in Mexican oil policy. 
Mexico repeatedly refused to 
join the oil cartel, and Presi­ 
dent Luis Echeverría criticized 
OPEC members for not spend­ 
ing more of their oil earnings 
in other underdeveloped na­ 
tions. 
Since last year, Mexico has 
been exporting 113,000 barrels 
of crude oil and other petro­ 
leum products a day, making it 
the third largest Latin Ameri­ 
can oil exporter after Vene­ 
zuela and Ecuador. 
Alejo said the daily rate of 
exports should double this year, 
bringing in at least $2.4 million 
a day.

Ford still considering 
election commission bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
idential candidates hungering 
for federal campaign funds ap­ 
parently will have to wait a few 
days to learn whether Presi­ 
dent Ford will sign or veto the 
Federal Election Commission 
bill that would start the money 
flowing again. 
White House spokesman Ron 
Nessen said Tuesday that Ford 
will spend a couple of days 
studying the measure before he 
decides what to do. 
The Senate passed the com­ 
promise bill Tuesday by a 62 to 
29 vote. The margin in the 
House was 291 to 81. Both votes 
were more than the two-thirds 
margin necessary to. override a 
presidential veto. 
Ford has received mixed ad­ 
vice about the MU from Re­ 
publican leaders in Congress. 
Senate Minority Leader Hugh 
Scott of Pennsylvania and Sen. 
Mark O. Hatfield of Oregon, the 
senior Republican on the con­ 
ference committee that came 
up with the compromise bUl, 
said Ford should sign it. 
But House Republican Leader 
John Rhodes of Arizona and 
Senate Republican Whip Robert 
Griffin 
of 
Michigan 
voted 


against the MU. 
Ford had urged Congress to 
enact a MU making the six 
FEC members presidential ap­ 
pointees to conform with a Su­ 
preme Court ruling that said it 
was unconstitutional for Con­ 
gress to appoint some mem­ 
bers. 
Under the court decison, the 
commission lost its power to 
disburse campaign funds in 
March when Congress failed to 
restructure it 
Meanwhile, presidential can­ 
didates have continued fiUng 
applications with the FEC for

funds. The latest figures an­ 
nounced by the FEC on Tues­ 
day showed candidates have 
appUed tot $3.77 miUion in 
matching funds. Before the cut­ 
off of funds, the FEC disbursed

money, $1.41 million, is from 
Ford. 
The delay in passage of the 
biU stemmed from a bitter par­ 
tisan fight between the Demo­ 
cratic majority and the minor­ 
ity Republicans.

MEXICO CITY (AP) - The 
Mexican government says its 
new oU fields in the southern 
stales of Tabasco and Chiapas 
have boosted its estimate of the 
country's petroleum reserves to 
between 30 and 60 billion bar­ 
rels, three to six times that of 
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Alaska's North Slope 
Francisco Javier Alejo, the 
secretary of natural resources, 
told a news conference Tuesday 
Mexico's proven reserves are 
now 7 billion barrels, an in­ 
crease of 1 billion since March 
"We have just begun to ex 
plore," he said. “We believe 90 
to 95 per cent of the national 
territory is capable of produc­ 
ing hydrocarbons of one type or 
another ” 
Alejo added that the Gulf of 
Mexico also promises to be a 
source of oil for Mexico as well 
as for the United States 
A year ago Alejo said foreign 
speculation that the new south­ 
ern fields contained 20 billion 
barrels in reserves were “irre­

Ford has received mixed ad­ 
vice about the bill from Re­ 
publican leaders in Congress. 
Senate Minority Leader Hugh 
Scott of Pennsylvania and Sen. 
Mark O. Hatfield of Oregon, the 
senior Republican on the con­ 
ference committee that came 
up with the compromise bill, 
said Ford should sign it. 
But House Republican Leader 
John Rhodes of Arizona and

Ford had urged Congress to 
enact a bill making the six 
FEC members presidential ap­ 
pointees to conform with a Su­ 
preme Court ruling that said it 
was unconstitutional for Con­ 
gress to appoint some mem­ 
bers.

COLUMBIA — Why is the 
push on for everyone to have his 
blood 
pressure 
checked? 
...especially if a person has no 
symptoms? In fact, why would it 
even cross his mind? 
Such questions about high 
blood pressure are common, 
says Dr. Mary Beyer Ames, 
chairman of the Missouri Heart 
A ssociation 
H ypertension 
Committee. The example she 
cites was submitted by an Enid, 
Okla., newspaper reader to a 
doctor whose column replies to 
medical inquiries. 
The 
Missouri 
Heart 
Association 
often receives 
similar 
calls 
from 
area 
residents, 
Dr. 
Ames 
notes. 
Here’s how they answer them: 
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“High blood pressure is the 
single most important iden­ 
tifiable factor contributing to 
heart attack, stroke and kidney 
disease. Twenty-three million 
Americans have hypertension 
and many of them will risk 
premature death and disability 
unless their blood pressure is 
reduced.” 
The Columbia physician adds 
that high blood pressure usually 
produces no symptoms until it’s 
too late. “In most cases, doctors 
don’t know what causes it. So I 
can’t 
stress 
enough 
that 
everyone 
should have their 
blood 
pressure 
checked 
regularly. The test is simple, 
inexpensive and painless, If you 
have hypertension, it can be 
controlled.” 
This disease is a major factor 
in 500,000 of the nearly 900,000 
deaths in this country each year 
from heart attack and stroke. 
The odd thing about it is that 
many of these premature deaths 
could have been avoided, ex­ 
presses Dr. Ames. 
There’s a tendency to think 
that high blood pressure only 
afflicts the elderly. But it can 
occur at any age. “It’s an 
alarming 
thought, 
but 
physicians 
have 
detected 
hypertension in small children, 
teen-agers and young adults as 
well as persons in their middle- 
age,” she adds. 
Still, hypertension remains 
neglected. At least half of the 23 
million Americans with high 
blood pressure don’t know they 
have it. Of those who know they 
have it, only half are being 
treated adequately. 
“The means of controlling 
high blood pressure are readily 
available, but the incentive to 
seek out and continue treatment 
is too often lacking in hyper­ 


tension victims. It requires a lot 
of persistence and attention, and 
many 
victims

discouraged. But, in the long 
run, it’s Worth it”. 
“High blood pressure victims 
ignore other factors, which work 
with hypertension to increase 
the probability of heart attack or 
stroke, p ie Heart Association 
calls them risk factors. They 
include improper diet, cigarette 
smoking, lack of exercise and 
obesity.” 
Heredity also can (day a role. 
Dr. Ames says that persons 
whose parents have high blood 
pressure are more likely to have 
it themselves.

Here’s how they answer them: 
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“High blood pressure is the 
single most important iden­ 
tifiable factor contributing to 
heart attack, stroke and kidney 
disease. Twenty-three million 
Americans have hypertension 
and many of them will risk 
premature death and disability 
unless their blood pressure is 
reduced.” 
The Columbia physician adds 
that high blood pressure usually 
produces no symptoms until it’s 
too late. “In most cases, doctors 
don't know what causes it. So I 
can’t 
stress 
enough 
that 
everyone should have their 
blood 
pressure 
checked 
regularly. The test is simple, 
inexpensive and painless. If you 
have hypertension, it can be 
controlled.” 
This disease is a major iactor 
in 500,000 of the nearly 900,000 
deaths in this country each year 
from heart attack and stroke. 
The odd thing about it is that 
many of these premature deaths 
could have been avoided, ex­ 
presses Dr. Ames 
There's a tendency to think 
that high blood pressure only 
afflicts the elderly. But it can 
occur at any age, “It's an

thought,

hypertension in small children, 
teen-agers and young adults as 
well as persons in their middle- 
age,” she adds 
Still, hypertension remains 
neglected At least half of the 23 
million Americans with high 
blood pressure don’t know they 
have it.

“The means of controlling

Eliminating six hours for 
sleep, this meant that each 15 
minutes on the clock added up to 
an hour on the training schedule.

wartime theater of operations, 
inducing: 
-One problem called for the 
renovation of an airfield, in­ 
cluding a design site plan, a 
construction 
schedule and a 
man-hours estimate. 
-Another required the staff 
officers to come up with a plan 
to take over the complete 
operation of the utilities of a 
large city for a 90-120 -day 
period. 
-Still other problems called 
for plans to construct five 
substantial float bridges across 
a large river, to design civilian 
refugee camps and to monitor 
nuclear fallout. 
The Guardsmen were even 
required to devise contingency 
plans to convert two of their 
engineer battalions to infantry 
battalions. 
Added realism was brought to 
the exercise by 12 Army 
Reservists who belong to a 
Special Forces Detachement in 
St. Louis. These Green Berets, 
as they are known by the 
general public, attempted, 
as 
the aggressors, to penetrate the 
security of the various Guard 
units bivouaced at the Wap­ 
papello Training Site. 
Acting both individually and 
in small groups, they tried to 
infiltrate the various conmandi 
by posing either as civilians or 
as U.S. military personnel. On 
several occasions they played 
the role of enemy patrols and 
openly attacked various com­ 
mand posts. 
Perhaps the most realistic of 
their activities, however, was a 
chemical attack-actual^ tear 
gas -which the Special Forces 
troops carried out after nightfall 
Saturday.

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Former Marine now fights consumers’ battles

JEFFERSON CITY - 
“Nice guys don’t win wars.” 
The Gothic-lettered sign 
hangs above the desk of Rep. 
A1 Mueller, chairman of the 
House Consumer Protection 
Committee. The St. Louis 
Democrat, a former Marine 
platoon leader in Vietnam, 
borrowed the expression from 
a feisty lance corporal he ser­ 
ved with at Khe San. 
Mueller now leads another 
platoon, the maverick and in­ 
dependent committee that 
many representatives “are 
begging to get on.” 
Leading a group of IS 
legislators is a much different 
experience from his Marine 
days, Mueller says. “This is 
an independent group. They 
don’t fold to special interest 
pressures like some House 
members, and you can’t force 
anything down their throats.” 
The group is young — only 
three are older than 40 — and 


well educated, with an 
average of one year of 
graduate work among the 
lawyers, retired executives 
and professionals on the com­ 
mittee. 
There is a philosophical 
balance between liberal and 
conservative, and the com­ 
mittee 
has 
a 
healthy 
sprinkling of Republicans: 
five. 
Rep. Stan Piekarski, D-St. 
Louis, 
lives 
in 
a 
predominately low income 
neighborhood that is a mix­ 
ture of black and white. He 
was born less than 15 Mocks 
from his current home. 
“I’m known as a liberal, I 
guess,” he says. “But on some 
things I’m conservative.” 
Piekarski voted against 
capital punishment, an un­ 
popular decision among his 
constituents, but he supports 
mandatory sentences for 
felonies committed with a 
firearm, a 
conservative 
position. 
Rep. George HoMitzelle, 
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Ladne Republican, is a former 
industrial executive, and 
represents the wealthiest 
district in Missouri. He is 
characterized as the “balan­ 
cing force” on the committee. 
“I’d rather not try to define 
my own role,” he says. “Let 
others do that for you. I just 
try to make sure that we don’t 
go too far on these consumer 
things. Otherwise, they will 
get tom apart on the floor.” 
In addition to the inner city 
Democrat, the suburban 
Republican and the former 
Marine, there are two former 
prosecutors for the attorney 
general’s consumer protection 
division, 
Kansas 
City 
Republican 
Reps. 
Tom 
Coleman and Hal Lowenstein; 
two women, Reps. Mildred 
Huffman, R-Chesterfield, and 
Dotty Doll, D-Kansas City; 
and a sprinkling of urban 
Democrats. 
The only segment of the 
state that is not represented in 
strength is rural Missouri. 
Only Rep. Jerry Drake, D- 
Grant City, is from outstate 
Missouri, although Rep. 
George Dames, D-O’Fallon, 
might be considered on the 
rural fringe. 
Three persons who are not 
now committee members also 
might be considered key 
figures in the increased role 
the legislature has played in 
consumerism. 
House Speaker Richard 
Rabbitt is described as the 
“catalyst” for consumerism, 
not only for beefing up the 
committee, but for choosing 
an independent membership 
and assigning important 
legislation to the committee. 
After the 1972 session that 
saw seven bills assigned to the 
committee but none pass, 
Rabbitt added five members. 
Rep.. James Mulvaney, a for­ 
mer milkman who is now a 
member of the Public Service 
Commission, was appointed 
chairman. In the first session 
under Mulvaney, the com­ 
mittee handled 27 bills, five of 
which became law. 
In the following session, the 
committee handled 46 bills, 
four of which passed. And with 


the success of its first two 
sessions under Mulvaney, the 
consumer protection com­ 
mittee became a credible 
force in the House. 
‘ ‘Rabbitt told me that people 
were crying to get on the com­ 
mittee,” Mulvaney says. 
Among those who pushed 
consumerism was Harvey 
Tettlebuam, the chief counsel 
of the Attorney General’s con­ 
sumer protection division. 
Tettlebuam and Mulvaney 
worked together to draft 
legislation that the committee 
was to handle. 
“Ours was a sort of part­ 
nership,” Tettlebuam says. 
“We pushed through the 
odometer 
and 
housing 
solicitation 
sales 
laws, 
basically 
uncontroversial 
legislation. No one was 
against them.” 
But the committee also suc­ 
cessfully handled a “holder- 
in-due-course” bill that was 
passed that year. The bill 
rewrote' lending laws to 
protect consumers from third- 
party lieu holders, a piece of 
legislation that Rabbitt calls 
“the most significant con­ 
sumer law ever passed in 
Missouri.” 
Mulvaney describes Rabbitt 
as the “unsung hero” of con­ 
sumerism for having beefed 
up the 
committee 
and 
assigned 
it 
important 
legislation. 
But Mulvaney says the in­ 
dividual members of the com­ 
mittee were as important as 
any one legislative leader, in­ 
cluding himself. 
Of the present members, he 
refers to the “balancing” ef­ 
fect of Hoblitzelle, the 
“honestly and forthrightness” 
of Lowenstein, and the “en­ 
thusiasm” of Piekarski. 
“Stan’s a good one for the 
committee. He gets excited 
and involved in the Mils,” 
Mulvaney says. “Take the 
auto repair Mil, for example. 
If anyone bought a lemon, it 
had to be Stan. So he’d get en­ 
thusiastic.”

Hatfields and the 
MeCoys meet again 


HARDY, Ky. (AP) - De­ 
scendants of the feuding Hat­ 
fields and McCoys — including 
two who were alive at the time 
of the battles — gathered Sat­ 
urday at a tangled, vine-cov­ 
ered cemetery beside Black­ 
berry 
Creek 
and 
officially 
closed one of the bloodiest 
chapters in the nation’s history. 
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About 300 persons stood in a 
steady downpour as a granite 
monument was dedicated at the 
McCoy family cemetery. Two 
ministers, one a Hatfield and 
the other a McCoy, called for 
“peace in the valley” as the 
two famous families formally 
buried the hatchet. 
An inscription on the monu­ 
ment read: “Sue of the 16 chil­ 
dren of Randolph and Sarah 
McCoy lie buried here, having 
suffered untimely death. Three 
died bound to paw paw trees at 
the mouth of Blackberry Creek 
in August 1882.” 
The three, Tolbert, Pharmer 
and Randolph Jr., were killed 
by William Anderson “Devil 
Anse” Hatfield and several of 
his relatives in retaliation for 
the earlier murder of a Hat­ 
field. Before the feud was fin­ 
ished, more than 100 men, 
women, and children had been 
killed or wounded, and the 
states of West Virginia and 
Kentucky were on the verge of 
open warfare. 


The cause of the feud be­ 
tween the two clans was never 
clear. Some sajd It was over 
the theft of a McCoy hog by the 
Hatfields. 
Others 
said 
it 
stemmed from a grudge left by 
an incident during the Civil 
War, when the Hatfields fought 
for the South and the McCoys 
for the North. 
A buffet luncheon followed 
the dedication. Two men who 
remember the feud cut the 
cake. 
Willis Hatfield, 88, of nearby 
Logan, W.Va., said he had long 
since given up any ill fadings. 
“Some of those McCoys are 
pretty good fellows,” said the 
last living son of Devil Awe. 
Hatfield, who was only a 
youngster during most of the 
fighting, was standing beside 
“Grandpaw” Jim McCoy, 92, of 
Hardy. McCoy still lives near 
the old homeplace and says he 
well remembers die night in 
1888 that the Hatfields burned 
down his family’s log cabin 
home and killed two of his 
cousins. 
“My daddy pulled me out of 
the cabin,” he said.

Marine, there are two former 
prosecutors for the attorney 
general’s consumer protection 
division,

HARDY, Ky. <AP) - De­ 
scendants of the feuding Hat­ 
fields and McCoys — including 
two who were alive at the time

closed one of the bloodiest 
chapters in the nation's history. 
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About 300 persons stood in a 
steady downpour as a granite 
monument was dedicated at the 
McCoy family cemetery Two 
ministers, one a Hatfield and 
the other a McCoy, called for 
“peace in the valley” as the 
two famous families formally 
buried the hatchet 
An inscrtpUon on the monu­ 
ment read: “Six of the 16 chil­ 
dren of Randolph and Sarah 
McCoy lie buried here, having 
suffered untimely death. Three 
died bound to paw paw trees at 
the mouth of Blackberry Creek 
in August 1882.” 
The three, Tolbert, Pharmer 
and Randolph Jr., were killed 
by William Anderson "Devil 
Anse" Hatfield and several of 
his relatives in retaliation for 
the earlier murder of a Hat­ 
field Before the feud was fin­ 
ished, 
more 
than 
100 men. 
women, and children had been 
killed or wounded, and the 
states of West Virginia and 
Kentucky were on the verge of 
open warfare.

The verdict was assualt with 
irttent to kill without malice, a 
crime punishable by a max­ 
imum sentence of five years. 
' Miss Webb, 34, who began 
serving a 25-year term for rob­ 


bery at the Tipton facility a 
year ago, was charged with 
stabbing Carolyn Atkins, 45, at 
least nine times with a nine- 
ince kitchen knife as the prison 
superintendent 
enetered 
her 
home across from the prison on 
Sept. 18. 
Mrs. Atkins, who was trans­ 
ferred to a central adminis­ 
trative post after returning to 
work in March, was present in 
Moniteau County Circut Court 
when the verdict on the lesser 
charge was returned, but she 
showed no emotion. She re­ 
mains under doctor’s care for 
the wounds, four of which were 
said to be commonly regarded 
as fatal. 
Along with two other prose­ 
cution witnesses, Mrs. Atkins

Kissinger wants new order 
at Kenya trade gathering 
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NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger called Tuesday night 
for a new international econom­ 
ic order as nearly 3,000 dele­ 
gates gathered in Kenya’s capi­ 
tal for a global meeting on 
trade and aid. 
Kenyan President Jomo Ken- 
yatta and United Nations Secre­ 
tary-General Kurt Waldheim 
were the feature speakers for 
the opening session today of the 
fourth U. N. Conference on 
Trade and Development (UN­ 
CTAD). 
Kissinger told a dinner meet­ 
ing of key delegates the United 
States would cooperate in sol­ 
ving disputes between the rich 
and poor nations. But he warn­ 
ed once more that the Ford ad­ 
ministration will resist sweep­ 
ing proposals to stabilize raw 
material prices. 
Kissinger, in a reference to 
the oil squeeze of late 1973, 
warned that “attempts to wield 
bloc econoihic power disrupt 
the entire system and ultimate­ 
ly rebound to the detriment of 
all.” 
Kissinger speaks to the con­ 
ference Thursday. U.S. officials 
say he will propose creation of 
a 
multi-billion-dollar 
inter­ 
national 
resources 
bank 
to 
channel 
private / investment 
funds to developing countries. 
UNCTAD Secretary-General 
Gamani Corea of Sri Lanka has

selling when it gets too high. 
The Ford administration has 
opposed the idea, arguing that 
price problems of each com­ 
modity market must be solved 
separately. 
The United States and other 
industrial countries also reject 
as inflationary proposals to tie 
the prices of key primary com­ 
modities the Third World sells 
to the prices they pay for im­ 
ports from the industrial coun­ 
tries.

stallment of an expected five- 
year 
shipbuilding 
program 
planned by the NSC as part of 
a strategy to counter increas­ 
ingly sophisticated Soviet naval 
power and naval-related air 
and missile forces in the latter 
part of this century. 
• Holloway indicated the Navy 
feels the present fleet of 477 
ships, smallest since before 
Pearl Harbor, should be built 
up to about 600 ships. But he 
said the ultimate level will be

“To develop a long range, 
comprehensive plan ... un­

WASHINGTON - (NEA) — When the Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration was created in 1973 it was with the implication 
that it was to be a temporary bother. Temporary, ho. Like 
pestilence in Pakistan it’s temporary. Once an agency takes 
life in this town it forms a root of its own, and is harder to 
remove than soot from a suede jacket. 
Conceivably, the bureaucracy could die this summer. Ac­ 
cording to the Federal Energy Administration Act of 1974 it 
would expire June 30 if Congress refused to renew its authori­ 
ty. But those who see this happening are in league with the 
tooth fairy. In Washington such good sense is always a thing of 
the remote future. The FEA seems securely preserved in the 
juices of questionable national need. 
The original need for FEA was not questionable. The Arab 
oil embargo of three years ago necessitated a quick federal 
response so that the Great American engine would not conk 
out. But when the emergency faded, FEA did not. Instead it 
simply redefined the emergency and convinced the Congress 
of its further indispensability. It thus became an aggressive 
example of a bureaucracy expanding under its own enterprise 
to fill a void of its own interpretation. 
Give it credit for gumption and chutzpah, though. FEA has 
in a short time damn near frightened everyone into thinking it 
stands between us and frostbite. And our gratitude is begin­ 
ning to look boundless. From its small, hasty beginning, the 
FEA has been allowing to become one of the most overstaffed, 
overpaid, overbearing agencies in Washington. 
By its own reckoning, the energy office has grown from zero 
to 3,400 employes in 30 months, an average of 25 new people 
every week. And what people. There doesn’t seem to be a 
drone in the army. Such is the qualification level, according to 
The Wall Street Journal, that the mean FEA salary ($19,000) 
is the best in the government. Thirty-seven of the indispen- 
sables earn $37,000 or more annually. The story is the stock 
room boys wear shoes by Gucci. 
And what do they all do for such lush rewards? According to 
critics in the office of Rep. Pat Schroeder (D-Colo.) they 
spend a great deal of time keeping tabs on every single gas 
station in the republic. If a dealer in Painted Post, Alaska, 
raises the prince of regular a penny, an FEA snoop leaps from 
behind the pumps to warn him that only FEA workers are per­ 
mitted to profit commercially. 
And then there is Energy Ant. You have not heard of Energy 
Ant? It is the FEA’s Smokey Bear, but ever so much less 
likeable. The ant is to remind us to squirrel away what energy 
we can. Better they should use Energy Squirrel, actually. The 
ant is ugly. A beetle would have been no worse. A roach? In 
any event the ant, sigh, has been a principal project for FEA’s 
3,400 wealthy personnel. 
I oversimplify here. The FEA has, engaged in several 
serious and worthwhile responsibilities. (Never mind that one 
was the "Project Independence” study of some months ago 
that the FEA now admits was ignorant in its naivete and op­ 
timism.) But what is the need of listing the important jobs 
here? FEA is ever ready and alert to toot its own horn. For 
this purpose it has hired more than 100 publicity specialists 
who turn out about 60 press releases a month to tell of the 
agency’s good, faithful, vital work. 
The publicists have not convinced everyone of the vital 
work. Former FEA chief William Simon says the agency has 
become "a monster.” Ex-Treasury Secretary John Connally 
says he wishes he directed the agency, because then he could 
disband it. Conservationists do not trust it, and its attempts to 
befriend big oil have more or less backfired. In Congress, Pat 
Schroeder calls it the “quintessential bloated bureaucracy,” 
and Floyd Fithian (D-Ind.) hopes it soon "goes the way of the 
five-cent Coke.” 
Yet FEA has one good friend. That dedicated enemy of big 
government, Jerry Ford. Though Ford tells the faithful at 
campaign stops he is cutting government wherever possible, 
lere in Washington he has asked Congress to increase FEA’s 
Midget from $140 to $440 million. You’re right, this isn’t 
iricket — but it’s a whole lot of Energy Ants.

The legislation would also

WASHINGTON (AP) - For­ 
ty-five states face the loss of 
$123.4 million in federal match­ 
ing funds this fall because they 
have failed to meet a goal for 
reducing errors in the nation’s 
major family welfare program, 
the Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare says. 
HEW says its four-year cam­ 
paign to weed out ineligible and 
overpaid recipients from wel­ 
fare rolls has saved federal and 
state taxpayers an estimated 
$950 million. 
But HEW officials told Con­ 
gress on Monday that only five 
states met the federal goal of 


reducing errors in the Aid to 
Families with Dependent Chil­ 
dren (AFDC) program by the 
end of last year. The other 45 
states and the District of Co­ 
lumbia failed to reach the goal 
and are scheduled to lose $123.4 
million in federal matching 
funds. 
William A. Morrill, HEW’s 
assistant secretary for planning 
and evaluation, said the pro­ 
posed penalties are being dis­ 
cussed in a series of meetings 
between HEW and state offi­ 
cials. 
There has been widespread 
speculation that HEW will not 


proceed with its plans to levy 
penalties next Oct. l and Jan. 
1. 
Rep. Charles A. Vanik, D- 
Ohio, chairman of the House 
ways and means oversight sub­ 
committee, told the HEW offi­ 
cials that “your error reduction 
programs are not working. We 
are meeting today because you 
continue to claim enormous 
savings in your quality control 
program, yet evidence has been 
presented that the savings are 
grossly exaggerated and per­ 
haps even nonexistent.’’ 
Morrill 
said AFDC error 
rates have dropped to 26 per 


cent from 41 per cent in 1972 
when the so-called quality con­ 
trol program began. 
Misspending fell 
from 
16 
cents of every dollar to 10 cents 
and the program has cut about 
325,000 ineligible persons from 
AFDC rolls and corrected 289,- 
000 overpayments and 113,000 
underpayments, he said. 
Nevada, New Mexico, North 
Dakota, Oklahoma and South 
Dakota achieved the federal 
goals of reducing errors to 3 
per cent ineligible, 5 per cent 
overpaid and 5 per cent under­ 
paid, he said. 
Under the current schedule,

WASHINGTON (AP) - Agri­ 
culture Secretary Earl Bute 
says there is plenty of grain 66 
hand to sell more to the Soviet 
Union and other countries.

“It was Dr. Kelsey’s desire to 
dispose of this case,” said Wil­ 
liam Wendt, his attorney. 
Wendt also said there will be 
no further proceedings against 
Dr. Kelsey on a first-degree 
state murder charge in the 
slaying of one of his patients 


until after the disposition of the 
federal case. 
Dr. Kelsey continued in fed­ 
eral custody at the county jail, 
in Springfield, with bond set at 
$15,000. 
The murder charge stems 
from the shooting death on 
Feb. 11 of Mrs. Cynthia Jane 
Hall, who had been a patient of 
Dr. Kelsey for 20 to 25 years at 
Aurora. 
Mrs. Hall was staying at the 
home of a friend in Aurora, 
where she was recuperating 
after an operation for cancer 
which had been recommended 
by another doctor Mrs. Hall 
consulted after Dr. Kelsey said 
there was no hope for her. 
On a tip from two federal 
agents investigating Dr. Kelsey 
and his new wife on the tran­ 
quilizer sales, Lawrence County 
authorities obtained a warrant 
on March 24 to search Dr. Kel­ 
sey’s new home at Shell Knob, 
in the Table Rock Lake resort 
area 30 miles south of Aurora 
in southwest Missouri. 
They reported confiscating a 
small pistol which belonged to 
Mrs.

The migratory habits of the 
endangered whooping crane re­ 
main mysteries to wildlife ex­ 
perts, and now there’s even a 
bigger question — just where 
are 54 of the big birds. 
There are 61 whooping crane 
in 
existence — 57 
of them 
which winter at the Aransas 
Wildlife Refuge along the Texas 
Gulf Coast, the other four 
which winter with the sandhill 
cranes in New Mexico. 
The Texas flock migrates 
northward each spring on a 
route taking them over the 
Texas 
and Oklahoma Pan­ 
handles, central Kansas, Ne­ 
braska 
and 
South 
Dakota. 
From there, they veer to the 
northwest, passing over north­ 
western North Dakota or east­ 
ern Montana, and into the Ca­ 
nadian province of Alberta. 
The summer nesting grounds 
are in the Wood Buffalo Nation­ 
al Park, a wilderness area in 
northeastern Alberta and in the 
Northwest Territory. 
Only three of the whoopers, a 
male, a female and a young 
bird, remained at Aransas as of 
Tuesday, according to Lee Mar- 
lAtt, assistant manager of the 
Aransas refuge. The others 
have flown the coop in various 
numbers. 
Marlatt said he looks for the 
final three whoopers to be gone 
by this Friday, when the next 
aerial survey of the area is 
slated. 
The migration began early 
this month, and while most of 
the birds have been gone fcr 
more than a week, there have 
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been very few sightings along 
the flyway. 
There have been no con­ 
firmed sightings in Oklahoma 
or Kansas, and only one in Ne­ 
braska, where a deadly fowl 
cholera still plagues several la­ 
goons in the central part of the 
state near Holdrege. 
Last year the cholera killed 
more than 80,000 ducks, geese 
and other birds. This year the 
death toll stands at about 7,500. 
Last year, several whoopers 
sat down to rest right in the 
middle of the cholera-infested 
area. Volunteers and wildlife 
workers using aircraft, guns 
and anything else that would 
make a loud noises, pushed a 
frantic and successful effort to 
haze the birds out of the area. 
Officials do not know if the 
whoopers are susceptible to the 
cholera, and they don’t particu­ 
larly want to find out — espe­ 
cially by having the cranes 
again landing in the area near 
Holdrege. Preparations have 
been made to scare the whoo­ 
pers away from the area if 
they land there this year, and 
aerial surveys of the area are 
made on a nightly baste. 
Last year’s brief brush with 
the cholera had no apparent ill 
effects on die birds. 
The cholera now appears to 
be under control, according to 
Larry Oborny, a biologist with 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Serv­ 
ice in Grand Island, Neb. 


The cholera runs rampant 
when large concentrations of 
migrating fowl congregate in 
one area, such as the small la­ 
goons in the Holdrege area. 
But most of the migrating 
birds have moved on to the 
north. 
Officials are still keeping 
their fingers crossed, hoping 
the 
whoopers don’t 
choose 
south-central Nebraska as a 
resting spot, and chances are 
that most Of the whoopers have 
already flown over the trouble 
8pot. 
The first whooper migration 
monitoring system was set up 
last fall, with headquarters in 
Pierre, S.D. 
However, the system doesn’t 
seem to be producing over­ 
whelming results so far. 
“They’ve got a lot of people 
going around in circles trying 
to find where they (the whoo­ 
pers) are,” said Ron Sullivan 
of the Fish and Wildlife Service 
(FWS) in Oklahoma. 
Richard Hill of the FWS in 
Pierre says it’s easier to moni­ 
tor the whoopers southward mi­ 
gration during the fall because 
there are hunters tramping the 
fields. But in the spring, the 
hunters aren’t there. 
“We’ve got quite a few sight­ 
ings in,” .said Hill in a tele­ 
phone interview, “but frankly 
most of them look kind of ques­ 
tionable.” 
Hill said untrained observers 


often mistake white pelicans, 
snow geese and other birds for 
the whoopers, so it’s difficult to 
keep tabs on the migration. 
So far this year, the best mi­ 
gratory sighting was made on 
the Swanson Reservoir near 
Trenton, Neb., Hill said. The 
Swanson 
sighting 
occurred 
April 4-5, 
when two parks 
maintenance workers said they* 
spotted two whoopers. "That’s 
definitely the best one we 
have,” said Hill. 
Other 
unconfirmed, 
but 
"pretty good” sightings, ac­ 
cording to Hill, have been 
made near Callaway, Neb., 
where seven birds were report­ 
ed April 13, and near Carson, 
N.D., April 10, when two adult 
birds were seen through a 
scope.

The migratory habits of the 
endangered whooping crane re­ 
main mysteries to wildlife ex­ 
perts, and now there’s even a 
bigger question — just where 
are 54 of the big birds. 
There are 61 whooping cranes 
in 
existence — 57 
of 
them 
which winter at the Aransas 
Wildlife Refuge along the Texas 
Gulf 
Coast, 
the other four 
which winter with the sandhill 
cranes in New Mexico. 
The Texas flock migrates 
northward each spring on a 
route taking them over the 
Texas 
and 
Oklahoma 
Pan­ 
handles, central Kansas, Ne­ 
braska 
and 
South 
Dakota. 
From there, they veer to the 
northwest, passing over north­ 
western North Dakota or east­ 
ern Montana, and into the Ca­ 
nadian province of Alberta. 
The summer nesting grounds 
are in the Wood Buffalo Nation­ 
al Park, a wilderness area in 
northeastern Alberta and in the 
Northwest Territory. 
Only three of the whoopers, a 
male, a female and a young 
bird, remained at Aransas as of 
Tuesday, according to Lee Mar- 
latt, assistant manager of the 
Aransas 
refuge. 
The others 
have flown the coop in various 
numbers. 
Marlatt said he looks for the 
final three whoopers to be gone 
by this Friday, when the next 
aerial survey of the area is 
slated. 
The migration began early 
this month, and while most of 
the birds have been gone fee 
more than a week, there have 
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been very few sightings along 
the flyway. 
There have been no con­ 
firmed sightings in Oklahoma 
or Kansas, and only one in Ne­ 
braska, where a deadly fowl 
cholera still plagues several la­ 
goons in the central part of the 
state near Holdrege. 
Last year the cholera killed 
more than 20,000 ducks, geese 
and other birds. This year the 
death toll stands at about 7,500. 
Last year, several whoopers 
sat down to rest right in the 
middle of the cholera-infested 
area. Volunteers and wildlife 
workers using aircraft, guns 
and anything else that would 
make a loud noises, pushed a 
frantic and successful effort to 
haze the birds out of the area 
Officials do not know if the 
whoopers are susceptible to the 
cholera, and they don’t particu­ 
larly want to find out — espe­ 
cially by having the cranes 
again landing in the area near 
Holdrege 
Preparations have 
been made to scare the whoo­ 
pers away from the area if 
they land there this year, and 
aerial surveys of the area are 
made on a nightly basis. 
Last year’s brief brush with 
the cholera had no apparent ill 
effects on the birds. 
The cholera now appears to 
be under control, according to 
Larry Obomy, a biologist with 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Serv­ 
ice in Grand Island, Neb. 


The cholera runs rampant 
when large concentrations of 
migrating fowl congregate in 
one area, such as the small la­ 
goons in the Holdrege area. 
But most of the migrating 
birds have moved on to the 
north 
Officials are still keeping 
their fingers crossed, hoping 
the 
whoopers 
don’t 
choose 
south-central Nebraska as a 
resting spot, and chances are 
that most of the whoopers have 
already flown over the trouble 
spot. 
The first whooper migration 
monitoring system was set up 
last fall, with headquarters in 
Pierre, S.D. 
However, the system doesn’t 
seem to be producing over­ 
whelming results so far. 
‘‘They’ve got a lot of people 
going around in circles trying 
to find where they (the whoo­ 
pers) are," said Ron Sullivan 
of the Fish and Wildlife Service 
(FWS) in Oklahoma. 
Richard Hill of the FWS in 
Pierre says it’s easier to moni­ 
tor the whoopers southward mi­ 
gration during the fall because 
there are hunters tramping the 
fields But in the spring, the 
hunters aren’t there 
‘‘We’ve got quite a few sight­ 
ings in,” said Hill in a tele­ 
phone interview, ‘‘but frankly 
mo6t of them look kind of ques­ 
tionable.”

A legend at 70 


In his St. Pat’s jacket, Toots Schuman is as much a Miner as any student on the 
University of Missouri-Rolla campus. Thé perennial St. Pat parade marshal, Schuman 
was a youthful tag-along at UMR’s first St. Pat’s celebration almost 70 years ago. 


‘Toots’ is living legend 
to students at UMR 


ROLLA — It has been almost 
seven decades since a small 
Rolla boy, nicknamed “Toots,” 
tagged along behind a group of 
students marching around with 
a drum and a horn in the first St. 
Pat’s parade at the University of 
Missouri-Rolla. (It was then the 
University of Missouri School of 
Mines and Metallurgy. > 
This year, as usual, “Toots” 
whose full name is Edwin K. 
Schuman, lead the annual UMR 
St. Pat’s parade as honorary 
parade marshal. 
Now almost 80, Schuman has 
become almost a living legend to 
succeeding generations of UMR 
Miners. As a student he was St. 
Pat in 1919. (Miss Edna Kiel, 
daughter of the mayor of St. 
Louis, was “Queen of Love and 
Beauty” that year). And he has 
seen most ot the St. Pat’s 
celebrations in those years in 
between. 
Schuman remembers vividly 
the events that led up to that 
first St. Pat’s holiday. 
“I lived just a block north of 
the drug store, which was a 
hang-out place for the students. 
One night I saw a crowd of 
students there and someone 
making a speech. They said that 
the University at Columbia was 
putting on some kind of 
celebration. They took up a 
collection and sent a delegate to 
Columbia to find out about it.” 
(Actually, St. Pat’s originated 
on the Columbia campus. 
Historical versions vary, but 
most agree that it all started on 
a warm spring day in 1903. A 
group of engineering students, 
bemoaning the fact that it was a 
long time between Christmas 
and Easter holidays, decided 
that since St. Patrick had 


“engineered” the banishment of 
snakes from Ireland, he must 
have 
been 
an 
engineer. 
Therefore, it was fitting that 
engineering 
students 
should 
celebrate his birthday by taking 
a holiday from classes.) 
As Schuman tells it, the Rolla 
delegate returned with the story 
and the Miners enthusiastically 
agreed. “Students went on the 
campus at night and painted on 
the sidewalk that anybody who 
didn’t cut class that day would 
be thrown in the stock pond. So, 
on March 17, everybody cut 
class,” he adds. And young 
Toots followed the students as 
they marched around town with 
their impromptu parade. 
“The next year they had a 
bigger celebration, and a 
student played St. Pat, all 
dressed up in a green robe. And 
from then on, St. Pat’s became 
bigger and bigger,” he recalls. 
In many ways, Schuman is as 
colorful and interesting as the 
parade he leads. He’s a walking 
encyclopedia 
on 
UMR 
and 
Rolla. He has degrees in law and 
civil engineering. He has been 
an engineer in bridge con­ 
struction, a business man, a 
math instructor, a chemist and a 
translator of foreign technical 
publications. 
He’s 
a 
hor­ 
ticulturist, an experimenter, 
and an inventor with a patent to 
his credit. He’s still going 
strong-and he can’t think of 
very many subjects that don’t 
interest him. 
He developed his enthusiasm 
for hard work and learning at an 
early age. As a member of a 
family with a variety of business 
interests in Rolla, he started 
working as a young boy after 
school, and on week-ends and 


summer 
vacations. 
When 
business was slow or he was 
involved in routine tasks, he 
always had a book handy to 
study. He still does. 
His nickname, “Toots,” was 
given him by his grandmother 
because he was so much smaller 
than the rest of the family. The 
name struck, and three-quarters 
of a century later, it’s hard to 
find anyone who knows him as 
Edwin. 
He has 
incorporated this 
nickname into one of his in­ 
ventions, 
“ Tootsizer,” 
a 
patented plant food. 
Schuman says his invention 
grew out of his frustration as a 
gardener. “I would get two or 
three tomatoes off a plant and 
then they would turn brown and 
die,” he says. He began sear­ 
ching for something that would 
help his garden. 
“I had always been interested

Tc* ‘sizer- 
nourished plants also reach 
phenomenal size and produc­ 
tion. He patented Tootsizer in 
1965. 
“Now Tootsizer is my life,” 
Schuman says. It isn’t unusual 
for him to work a 12-hour day 
producing and marketing his 
plant food. And he’s working on 
other ideas along the same line.

Pat's parade at the University of 
Missouri-Rolla (It was then the 
University of Missouri School of 
Mines and Metallurgy. > 
This year, as usual, “ Toots” 
whose full name is Edwin K 
Schuman. lead the annual U M R 
St. Pat's parade as honorary 
parade marshal. 
Now almost 80, Schuman has 
become almost a living legend to 
succeeding generations of UM R 
Miners. As a student he was St. 
Pat in 1919 (Miss Edna Kiel, 
daughter of the mayor of St 
Louis, was “ Queen of Love and 
Beauty " that year). And he has 
seen most 
of the St. 
Pat's 
celebrations m those years in 
between. 
Schuman remembers vividly 
the events that led up to that 
first St. Pat's holiday. 
“ I lived just a block north of 
the drug store, which was a 
hang-out place for the students 
One night I saw a crowd of 
students 
there and someone 
making a speech They said that 
the University at Columbia was 
putting 
on 
some 
kind 
of 
celebration. They took up a 
collection and sent a delegate to 
Columbia to find out about it.” 
(Actually, St Pa t’s originated 
on 
the 
Columbia 
campus 
Historical versions vary, but 
most agree that it all started on 
a warm spring day in 1903. A 
group of engineering students, 
bemoaning the fact that it was a 
long time between Christmas 
and Easter holidays, decided 
that 
since St. 
Patrick 
had 


“ engineered’’ the banishment of 
snakes from Ireland, he must 
have 
been 
an 
engineer. 
Therefore, it was fitting that 
engineering 
students 
should 
celebrate his birthday by taking 
a holiday from classes ) 
As Schuman tells it. the Rolla 
delegate returned with the story 
and the Miners enthusiastically 
agreed. “ Students went on the 
campus at night and painted on 
the sidewalk that anybody who 
didn't cut class that day would 
be thrown in the stock pond. So, 
on March 17, everybody cut 
class,” he adds 
And young 
Toots followed the students as 
they marched around town with 
their impromptu parade 
“ The next year they had a 
bigger 
celebration, 
and 
a 
student 
played 
St. 
Pat, 
all 
dressed up in a green robe. And 
from then on. St Pat’s became 
bigger and bigger. " he recalls. 
In many ways, Schuman is as 
colorful and interesting as the 
parade he leads He's a walking 
encyclopedia 
on 
UM R 
and 
Rolla He has degrees in law and 
civil engineering. He has been 
an 
engineer 
in 
bridge con­ 
struction, a business man. a 
math instructor, a chemist and a 
translator of foreign technical 
publications 
He's 
a 
hor­ 
ticulturist, 
an 
experimenter, 
and an inventor with a patent to 
his 
credit. 
He’s still 
going 
strong-and he can’t think of 
very many subjects that don't 
interest him. 
He developed his enthusiasm 
for hard work and learning at an 
early age As a member of a 
family with a variety of business 
interests in Rolla. he started 
working as a young boy after 
school, and on week-ends and 


sum m er 
vacations. 
When 
business was slow or he was 
involved in routine tasks, he 
always had a book handy to 
study He still does. 
His nickname, “ Toots,” was 
given him by his grandmother 
because he was so much smaller 
than the rest of the family. The 
name struck, and three-quarters 
of a century later, it’s hard to 
find anyone who knows him as 
Edwin. 
He 
has 
incorporated 
this 
nickname into one of his in­ 
ventions, 
“ Tootsizer," 
a 
patented plant food 
Schuman says his invention 
grew out of his frustration as a 
gardener. “ I would get two or 
three tomatoes off a plant and 
then they would turn brown and 
die,” he says. He began sear­ 
ching for something that would 
help his garden. 
“ 1 had always been interested 
in the effects of nutrition on 
humans and it occurred to me 
that perhaps plants 
need 
a 
certain 
combination 
of 
nutrients, just as people do.” he 
explains. 
He drew on his background in 
science and came up with a 
product that gave him a good 
garden. "And when I'm talking 
about a good garden, I'm talking 
about a half bushel or a bushel of 
tomatoes 
to 
the pi*-1,” 
he 
reports. 
Other 
To* ‘sizer- 
nourished 
plants also 
reach 
phenomenal size and produc­ 
tion He patented Tootsizer in 
1965 
"Now Tootsizer is my life," 
Schuman says. It isn't unusual 
for him to work a 12-hour day 
producing and marketing his 
plant food And he's working on 
other ideas along the same line

nearly $1 million. 
The alterations will permit 
people in wheelchairs, with 
crutches, braces, or other phys­ 
ical handicaps, to view the stat­ 
ue of Abraham Lincoln close 
up. 
Jeffers says that an esti­ 
mated 17 million Americans 
will visit Washington during the 
bicentennial year, and approxi­ 
mately 3 million of them will 
be handicapped. 
According to Jack Fish, head 
of National Capital Parks, the 
local field office of the National 
Park Service, extensive land­ 
scaping and regrading was 
needed at the front of the Lin­ 
coln Memorial to install a con­ 
crete ramp with an easy 5 per 
cent incline for wheelchairs.

consume the bake sale income. 
Really, though, lack of a home 
is more of a problem than is lack 
of funds In its earlier days the 
society to some extent supported 
itself with art sales Now lack of 
space makes such activities 
difficult. For a while the Russell 
Hotel seemed to be a very ap­ 
propriate home Last summer, 
however, the owner of the hotel 
thought he had an opportunity to 
earn greater rents, and the 
society was asked to move. 
The deal fell through, and the 
society was told it might stay, 
but in the meantime most of the 


exhibits had been packed and, 
since the owner has continued to 
hunt for another renter or a 
purchaser, they have remained 
packed. 
Ever since the organization of 
the society, the Missouri Pacific 
depot in Charleston has been 
considered a possible alternate 
site for a home and museum, 
and the railroad company was 
persuaded 
to 
donate 
the 
building, but not the land on 
which it sets Since the building 
has been vacant, scavengers 
and vandals have wrecked it to 
such an extent that repairing it 
woul be beyond the normal 
means of the society. 
Several 
efforts 
to 
obtain 
grants from federal and state 
agencies have failed. Recently, 
however, the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce 
has 
become 
in­ 
terested in the project, too, and 
there 
is 
now the remote 
possibility of a grant of $100,000 
through 
the 
Department 
of 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment 
This should suffice to pur­ 


chase the depot site and make 
needed repairs, after which the 
society will again have space for 
its museum 
and other ac- 
trivities, and the Jaycees will 
have their own meeting place. 
Police 
protection 
will 
be 
available, and the degradations 
of the past will be prevented. 
If 
this 
grant 
does 
not 
materialize, society leaders will 
welcome suggestions as to how 
to obtain space. Perhaps, as has 
happened in other communities, 
some public spirited person will 
bequeath a suitable building to 
the society. 
Even with the 
museum 
packed for an eventual move, 
the society 
is 
not entirely 
inactive. 
The 
treasurer, 
of 
course, has to function (Mrs. 
Agnes Cunningham fills this 
job). The society is often asked 
to 
send 
representatives 
to 
community meetings. And quite 
a few inquiries concerning such 
matters as genealogy, location 
of graveyards, availabilityofthe 
museum for tours, etd., have to 
be answered. Even occasional 


acquisitions still occur. 
The 
Mississippi 
County 
Historical Society’s directors 
hope the community will con­ 
tinue to support the organization 
thrrough a difficult period After 
it again has a good place to 
display exhibits and space for 
community 
functions 
and 
associated

tivities, the society can be a vital 
and appreciated part of the 
community.

Lawlessness has become part of Israel’s make-up 
Journeys end in lovers’ meeting. 


TEL AVIV - (NEA) - 
Israelis woke up recently to 
discover they were in the 
midst of a wave of violence 
and crime — in the best (or 
rather the worst) American 
trad itio n , com plete with 
threats, extortion, “protec­ 
tion money”, rape, murder — 
and even a corrupt police of­ 
ficer or two. 
According to official police 
figures for 1974, one out of 
every 21 Israelis (or 162,000 
persons out of a population of 
3,400,000) was the victim of a 
“ serious” crime. This is ap­ 
proximately the same rate as 
in the United States, accor­ 
ding to FBI figures. 
There has always been 
crim e in Isra e l, despite 
stories of the “good old days” 
30 to 40 years ago, when per­ 
sons left their doors unlocked. 
(As one wit said, “they were 
left unlocked since there was 
nothing to steal then.” ) 
But the crime has always 
been of a “passive type,” such 
as doctoring income tax 
returns, dealing on the black 
m arket, stealing cars and 
breaking into and robbing 


apartments. The victim, often 
the state itself, would lose 
financially — but physical 
harm was a rarity. 
But all this has changed. 
The days of peaceful crime 
in Israel have passed. 
Police M inister Shlomo 
H illel recen tly told the 
Knesset (Parliam ent) that 
crimes of violence had in­ 
creased 37 per cent in 1975 
over 1974 — and were still ris­ 
ing. Attempts at murder had 
increased by 100 per cent; 
murder threats had increased 
by 35 per cent. The overall 
crime rate increased by 13 per 
cent in 1975, and by a total of 
32 per cent since the Yom 
Kippur War of October, 1973. 
The sharp upsurge in crime 
was expected, for every war 
brings in its wake a crime 
wave. As Inspector-General of 
Police Shaul Rosolio wrote 
more than a year ago: 
“The Yom Kippur War in­ 
fluence was felt throughout 
1974. Its r e s u lts w ere 
widespread social, economic 
and political unrest, the dis­ 
solution of moral values and 


an increase in criminal activi­ 
ty . . .” 
But the roots of the present 
outburst of violence go back 
many years before the Yom 
Kippur war, according to both 
c r im in o lo g is ts 
and 
sociologists here. A primary 
cause is the fact that Israel is, 
and was, a land of immigra­ 
tion, with a mingling of per­ 
so n s 
fro m 
d iv e r s e 
backgrounds, cultures and 
outlooks. And this causes fric­ 
tion. 
Superimposed on this was 
an enormous, unwieldy and in­ 
efficient bureaucracy. And 
the best way to fight this 
bureaucracy, as thousands of 
newcomers learned all to 
soon, was “to pound on the 
table.” If this did not help, “to 
pound on the head of the of­ 
ficial sittin g behind the 
table.” 
Punishment for such acts 
was generally mild — for the 
public usually sympathized 
with the attacker, not with the 
o f fic ia l. Such v io le n c e 
becomes a way of life. 
Social workers were soon 
beaten up, not for inefficiency 


but for not granting higher 
m o n th ly so c ial w e lfa re 
payments. Teachers were at­ 
tacked not for being bad 
teachers, but for giving bad 
marks. Doctors were thrash­ 
ed fo r n o t g iv in g th e 
medicines that the patient — 
yes, the patient — demanded. 
The narrow line faded 
betw een those dem anding 
their legitimate rights from 
the bureaucratic system, to 
those actually preying on the 
system, and on the public, in 
some criminal form. 
“Get rich” schemes by il­ 
legal means proliferated. And 
the easiest of all schemes was 
the “protection” racket. 
This was the state of affairs 
when the Yom Kippur War 
broke out — and thousands of 
Israeli soldiers fell; others 
came home in a bitter mood. 
The entire population went 
into a state of shock, casting a 
bitter eye at the country’s 
leaders, whom, they felt, had 
betrayed them. 
Yitzhak Rabin replaced

An official in 
Ashdod refused to give a man 
who failed his driving test a 
driving license; he was shot to 
death. An irate fan at a soccer 
game in Rehovot stabbed a 
player to death. A kangaroo 
court in Jerusalem sentenced 
a member of the underworld 
to death — and carried out the 
sentence. 
And an American couple, 
new im m igrants who had 
settled in a small Village near 
Jerusalem, pulled up stakes 
and went back to the States 
since a pair of hoodlums were 
terrorizing them and the rest 
of the village. 
These cases, adm ittedly, 
were isolated and extreme. 
But in Israel today the un­ 
derworld flourishes as never 
before. C onservative e s ­ 
timates place the number of
